A.s these lines are written, the 
Legislature is dragging along in 
its fifth m onth. It wasn’t many 
years ago that the lawmakers did 
their work in 60 days and went 
home But the present session was 
132 days old before even the first 
major appropriation bill had been 
passed. 
Four different tim es, this Legis­ 
lature has passed a bill raising 
the salaries of Tarrant County of­ 
ficials 
and every tim e there was 
some “joker” and so now a fifth 
attem pt is being made. Members 
adm it they voted for the first and 
second versons of the bill without 
reading* it; and apparently, even 
after these blunders, they didn't 
read the third or even the fourth 
one carefully enough.
